GOLD AND 8I1/FKU. 


Report from tlie Mint Bitrrnn for 


tbe 4Jaleuil»r Year us 


CROP PBONJPECtt% 


Ueporta froin the Gruiti Itegrious of 


tbe Western •fates. 


The annual report issued by the Mint 


Bureau upon tbe production of gold 
und silver for the calendar year 1882 is 
ready for the press. It will be a Tolucue 
of about six hundred pages, giving ia 
detail the output for each State, Terri- 
tory and mine in the United States for 
which it covers. The grand total shows 
a decrease in the production of gold 
bullion for the year amounting to some 
$2,000,000. 
The principal decrease 


was in California, where it amounted to 
$l,000,000,*and in Dakota. 
Th«re was 


a small increase in Colorado. There 
was a large percentage of increase in the 
mines in the Appalachi ranges. The 
mines of Georgia showed an increase 
folly of 100 per cent, those of Norlh 
Carolina 50 per cent. The aggregate 
output from these mines is small but 
the increase is so marked that it is ex- 
pected at an early day to bo of consid- 
erable importance. 
The product of sil- 


ver for the year showed an increase 
' over the previous year of $3,000,000. 
The principal increase was from the 
output of Wood Kivor District, 
iu 


Idaho, and Lake Valley District in New 
Mexico. The mines of Nevada and Col- 
orado pretty nearly hold their o\vu. 
For the first time in the history of the 
country, there was a shipment of silver- 
bearing ore from North Carolina. 
In 


the opinion of the officials of the Miut 
Bureau, based upon reoeiit investiga- 
tions of the mines that tha Gurolinai, 


The New York Tribune contains ex- 


tensive reports of the condition and 
prospects of crops from the grain grow- 
ing region of the West, from experi- 
enced and careful men, and says editor- 
ially : The returns, though they do 
not promise the reported unprecedented 
yield of 1882, are decidedly more favor- 
able than those received early in the 
season. It will be found, too, by those 
who examine closely, that they point to 
a more favorable result than was prom- 
ised by the May report of the Agricul- 
tural Bureau, which has just been pub- 
lished. 
Being of a later date by some 


days, they indicate that the fine grow- 
ing weather which has generally pre- 
vailed in the wheat region, has caused 
a continuance of improvement in the 
condition which was noticed in the 
Bureau report. Serious httrm was done 
to Winter wheat in several States. 
There is no doubt that by the unfavor- 
able Winter weather, the yield in these 
States will be reduced, iu spite of tba 
recent improvement iu the condition, 
but the good weather at this season has 
materially lowered the estimates of the 
injury sustained. 
According to the 


Agricultural Bureau, the condition on 
April 1st was only aboui 80, and it had 
risen May 1st to 83%. The reports now 
given indicate a further improvement, 
and warrant a higher estimate of the 
yield in several States. The latest in- 
formation now obtainable points to a 
probable yield of about 420,000,000 or 
430,000,000 bushels of wheat in 
1888. 


The supposed yield in 1882 was 502,- 
000,000 bushels, but of that quantity, 
it appears as much as 80,000,000 bushels 
still remain unsold. Exports from this 
time to the close of the crop year can 
hardly reduce this surplus so low that 


Georgia and Virginia are attracting tha 420,000.000 will be found insufficient 
attention of capitalists, who develop 
them to a degree unprecedented and it 
is believed profitably. 


Tlie Season's Ontleok for C'nlifor'uin. 


The Sacramento fUcord-Uiiion says 


"an examination of the reports of the 
press of the interior results in tbe cou- 
viotiou that in the aggregate the current 
year will prove one of bounty to the 
State, and of the liveliest encourage- 
ment to nearly all material interests iu 
it. Fruit interests in some sections 
have suffered, but the general outcome 
will be gratifying. Agriculture in all 
its branches gives excellent promise. 
Irrigation is taking on practical forms 
by the venturing of private capital more 
largely than over in that enterprise. 
Stock of all kinds is in good condition. 
Immigration will not be heavy, but of a 
desirable character, while tho steps 
taken to promote it promise a largo in- 
flux for 1884. 
No complaints are heard 


from vineyardists, and the grap.3 crop 
promises to be abundant. 
Money is 


easy, and the supply exceeds the de- 
mand. Mining promises well, without, 
however, 
indicating 
any -"booai." 


Railroad building is being prosecuted in 
the southern aud northern extremes of 
the State. No complaints are made of 
tramps, and apparently there is labor 
for all who sincerely desire it. 
There 


ia not BO much building going en or 
promised as was anticipated, and there 
ia nothing just now to indicate great ac- 
tivity in lumber markets, but a good 
trade is anticipated somewhat later."

The Albany Evening Journal, in the 


course of au article on the overciowl- 
ing of the legal profession, presents 
some figures which are fairly startling. 
It affirms that there are 10,00d lawyeis 
in the State of New York alone, while in 
all Great Britain and Ireland, with a 
population of nearly 37,000,000 thero 
are only about 22,000 lawyers. In the 
United States, with a population m 
round numbers of 50,000,000, there are 
65,000 lawyers, and the number steadily 
increases every year.

EXTRADITION i'KOBl,KM. 


Keatona WJiy England Will Not Ask 


fur Iho Extradition of Walsh 
and Sueridau. 


There is reason to believe that after 


all that has been said on the subject, 
the officials at the State Department do 
not expect Great Britain will ask for the 
extradition of Walsh and Sheridan. 
It 


is understood the Gladstone Govern- 
ment has had its attention called to the 
situation, and comprehends its delicacy 
With such a vast Irish-American popu- 
lation iu the United States, it is shown 
how impossible it would be to conduct 
extradition proceedings without great 
excitement. 
Much commotion would 


be likely to ensue at any time when ex- 
tradition might be raised, but especially 
ao whon the crime was regarded, to a 
greater or less extent, as of a political 
nature by a large number of people who 
sympathize with .the accused in politics. 
It is understood that these considera- 
tions have been brought to tha notice of 
the British authorities, who, it is said, 
appreciate the unadvisability on their 
own account of agitating the Irish ele- 
ment in the United States more than is 
necessary. All money used for the em- 
barrassment of the British authorities 
is believed to come^from this country, 
and there is no desire to stimulate in- 
terest in Irish affairs. 
General Duncan 


S. Walker, of counsel for Sheridan and 
Walsh, returned to Washington Wed- 
nesday morning from Lowell, where he 
has been conferring with_Govornor But- 
ler. He says no demand has yet been 
made for the extradition of his clients. 
Ho also adds that they will not be sur- 
rendered if their extradition is de- 
manded.

THE C09IIKU CAMPAIGN. 


Tiro Senators Speak on tbe Can- 


va»s—The Tariff.

Senator Warner Miller, who is nt 


present in this city, was interviewed 
yesterday in regard to the Presidential 
race. "There is little," he said, "which 
I care to touch upon in that regard, my 
position aa United States Senator mak- 
ing it an indelicate subject for me, since 
nearly all the prominent candidates are 
my colleagues on the floor of the Sen- 
ate. 
There is also so little effort mada 


yet in favor of any one individual that 
to express an opinion in regard to (he 
matter' is entirely too previous. The 
most prominent candidates, no doubt, 
are Edmunds, Harrison and Logan, 
with David Davis bringing up the rear, 
waiting for the indorsement of one of 
the two political parties, since on an 
independent platform and ticket he 
would have little or no chance of suc- 
cess. But as I said, it would be indeli- 
cate for me to speak on tbe subject, and 
as to the Democrats, I would not be 
likely to give them any hints, to give 
them the inside track. Tilden in the 
race? Undoubtedly, if his health per- 
mits; and I saw a paper in Washington 
before I left on my tour, stating that 
his health had so much improved that 
he bad decided to re-enter public life. 
As to his chances, I don't know, I have 
not seen any pupers since I left Wash- 
ington, some six mouths ago, aud am 
not posted on the political news, but I 
should think that they were not entirely 
unfavorable. 
The mistake which the 


Democratic party made in 1830 was not 
to renominate him—that is, if they 
honestly believed that he was elected. 
He was the most available candidate, us 
he had brought forth the only real issue 
on which the previous campaign was 
fought and the only real issue the party 
could stand on. This should have been 
done despite the protests of the malcon- 
tents of the party who clamored against 
his re-nouiination. 'However, an elec- 
tion has intervened since the time and 
circumstances have altered 
entirely 


since then. I myself do not entertain 
that high feeling of reverence for him 
as a statesman that is shown him by 
hie political adherents, for I think he is 
only a shrewd politician and never 
found him 
otherwise while serving 


under him in tho New York State Leg- 
islature. Hancock I think has drifted 
outside of the line of possible candi- 
dates. I see no reason why, having 
been defeated once, he should be again 
made the standard-bearer of the party. 
A few inconsiderate words on the tariff 
prevented his election, and now that the 
tariff will be the issue of tha day, I can- 
not well see how he could be renomi- 
nated. 
McDonald is a very strong mra 


in the West, but I doubt the wisdom of 
nominating him, owing to the trouble 
between him and ex-Governor Hen- 
dricks, which would tend to disrupt the 
State and make it go Republican. 


"Though the Democrats affect to be- 


lieve their chance of success as certain, 
I differ from them in this. The election 
of last fall cannot be takeu as a criter- 
ion in national politics, and the 
tariff, 


which, as I said, will uudoubtsdly 
be 
the 
main 
issue, 
is 
apt to 


contravene their calculations. Every 
one who knows anything about tha 
politics of New York knows thnt she is 
apt to give as large a majority the other 
way as she gave the Democratic ticket, 
last fall. It is the manufacturing in- 
terests which decide the elections, and 
I shall be much surprised if the tariff 
issue will not play an important rolo in 
the result. I do not by any means con- 
sider the result as a foregone conclu- 
sion; on the contrary, it all rents on the 
next session of Congress and its acts, 
and until that is ended all opiuions as 
to the chances of the various candidates 
are but guesswork at the best." 


Senator Jones, who is also at the 


Palact Hotel, held nearly the same 
views, except that his category of can- 
didates on the Republican side em- 
braced) besides those mentioned by 
Senator Miller, the names of Sherman, 
Windom, Blaine, Allison nnd Couger, 
Blaine, he said, was not yet showing 
his baud, but there was but little doubt 
that he had actively entered the race. 
"The question of the tariff," he said, 
"will determine the result of the elec- 
tion beyond doubt, for it is a question 
in which all are interested and more or 
less affected by. The reduction iu the 
tariff at the last session of Congress has 
already reduced hundreds to penury. 
Where is the use of restricting Chinese 
immigration if their wares are to be 
allowed to enter duty free and our 
artisans are thrown in direct competi- 
tion with Chinese workmen at home, 
who, 
we 
all 
know, 
can 
work 


there much cheaper than they can 
in 
this 
country? 
The 
bad 
re- 


sult is thus only increased; better reopen 
the doors to them than to let their goods 
enter duty free. And what is true of 
the Chinese is true of the other nations. 
A Swiss will work better and more 
cheerfully at home, in sight o! his snow- 
capped mountains, than in a foreign 
land; a Frenchman works better iu his 
own land, with his poorwine nt a few 
centimes a bottle, and so it goes all 
over the world. 
The artisans and 


workingmen, not to speak of the manu- 
facturers, will therefore be placed face 
to face with penury and starvation on 
the one side and their usual comforts 
and conveniences of life on the other, 
and as they hold the balance of power 
in this country, I think the election is 
not, as the Democrats seem to think, a 
foregone conclusion. The people of 
the country too, I think, appreciate tha 
benefit of manufactures. Where manu- 
facture sets its foot, there prosperity 
follows. 
A poor soil in a district 


studded with manufactories is of far 
more value to the owner than the wheat 
farming land removed from towns and 
cities. 
We are all creatures of comfort, 


and if we do not have it near at hand, 
we look for it elsewhere. If voting (;he 
one ticket means the'increase of indus- 
tries and the other their distraction, the 
predominance of the former is well, as- 
sured. The tariff will be tbe solution-of 
the Presidential problem."

In the London Nature-of April 19 ap- 


pears the following: 


I iave been surprised to see in the 


English scientific journals no notice 
taken of the very remarkable discovery 
reported from th» California Academy 
of Sciences in a paper communicated to 
that body by Charles Drnytou Gibbs, C. 
E., on the discovery of a great number 
of (apparently) human footprints of a 
gigantic size in (he Stato of Nevada. It 
appears that in building the 
Stale 


Prison, near Carson City, the capital of 
that State, there was occasion to cut 
into a rock composed of alternate layers 
of sandstone and clay. 
On several of 


the clay floors exposed in this operation 
great numbers of tracks of all sorts of 
animals have been exposed. 
These 


I tracks include footprints of the mam- 
moth or of some animal like, of some 
smaller quadrupeds, apparently canine 
and feline, and of numerous birds. 
Associated with these are 
repeated 


tracks of footsteps, 
which all who 


have seen are agreed can be the 
footprints 
of 
no 
other 
animal 


than man, and the engiaviugs and 
photographs which accompany the paper 
leave uo doubt iu the mind of any" one 
who sees them. The most remarkable 
circumstance 
characterizing them is 


their great size. In one case there are 
thirteen footprints measuring 19 inches 
in length, by S inchr-s wide at tha ball 
and 6 inches at the heel. In anothsr 
case the footprints are 21 inches long 
by 7 inches wide. There are others of 
a smaller size, possibly those of women. 
One track has fourteen footprints 18 
inches long. The distance between the 
footprints constituting a "step" varies 
from 3 feet 3 inches to 2 feet 3 inches 
and 2 feet 8 inches, whilst the distance 
between the consecutive prints of the 
same foot constituting a "pace" varies 
from 6 feet 6 inches to 4 feet 6 inches. 
In none of the footprints of the deposit 
are the toes or claws of animals marked, 
As regards the beasts, this is probably 
due to the slushy state of the mud at 
the time the tracks were made. But in 
the case of the human footprints, it is 
probably due to the use of some kind of 
shoes or moccasin. 


I need not say that so far as the geo- 


logical horizon is concerned, this dis- 
covery does not carry the existence of 
Man beyond the Quarternary Mam- 
malia, with which it has long been 
pretty clear that he was associated in 
prehistoric times. 
Nevertheless, it is, 


if confirmed, a highly remarkable dis- 
covery, especially as connected with 
the various intimations so concisely 
made in tha Jewish Scriptures—-"And 
there were giants in those days." Hith- 
erto, so far as known, the remains of 
prehistoric man, so far as hitherto dis- 
covered, have not revealed anything 
abnormal in point of size. It if just 
possible that the slippery and yielding 
nature of the muddy lacustrine shore, 
on which the tracks were made, may 
have partly occasioned the apparent 
size. 
But the photographs and engrav- 


ngs exhibit them as very sharp and 
'clear cut." Professional Indian track- 
ers have been employed to examine the 
:racks, and some of them seem to have 
;he smallest doubt as to the footprints 
being human.
